The Provincial Fair held at Brandon June 
28th to July 2nd was a wonderful success 
both in attendance and exhibits, and there 
was a particularly fine showing of the dif- 
ferent beef breeds. ee 

here were only three herds o erdeen- 
ne on exhibition, but James D. McGreg- 
or of Brandon had such a large and beau- 
tifully finished herd on hand that it made 
up to some extent for the small number of 
herds shown. The Glencarnock herd achiev- 
ed the rather phenomenal distinction of win- 
ning every first prize in the show. The 
aged bull class was headed by Permit 9th, 
the grand champion of last year’s circuit, 
and his stable mate, Edward Glencarnock, 
was second to him. Permit is heavier than 
last year, without being any fatter, and he 
carries his flesh as smooth as ever before. 
He looked the winner in every way. James 
Turner had his big bull Everlasting of Glen- 
earnock in third, and an additional Glencar- 
nock entry went fourth. In the Senior 
Yearling class three animals appeared. The 
winner was Evador of Glencarnock, shown 
by Jas. D. McGregor, and the two bulls 
shown by Jos. Story of Grandview were sec- 
ond and third. In junior yearlings the Glen- 
carnock herd scored heavily by winning 
first, second, third and fifth, and James 
Turner had fourth place. James D. Mc- 
Gregor again took first, second and fourth 
in the senior bull calf class with the Turner 
entry third. The junior bull calf class 
brought out a nice lot of young bulls, and 
was headed by Black Edward Glencarnock, 
the final junior and reserve grand champion 
bull. His stable mates were second and 
sixth, and the entries of James Turner of 
Carroll were third and fifth. Permit 9th, 
the winning aged bull, had no difficulty in 
securing the grand championship with the 
junior calf mentioned above reserve. 

The cow class was very interesting be- 
cause in it there appeared two cows that 
have been winners, and indeed grand cham- 
pions at Brandon. They were Queen Quail, 
last year’s winner for James D. McGregor 
and Karama of Glencarnock 2nd, the cow 
that has been four times grand champion 
for James Turner of Carroll. This year the 
Glencarnock herd had another cow out, she 
being Elbina, a prominent winner in the 
American show yards of last year, and a 
cow of beautiful type. The Elbina cow won, 
and the Turner cow went second, turning 
the tables on the winner of one year ago 
and creating the first surprise of the show. 


The two year old heifer class brought out 
four entries and was headed by Blue Lady 
Glencarnock, a winner of one year ago. Her 
stable mates were second and fourth and 
James Turner’s heifer was third. Glencar- 
nock had first and second on Junior and 
Senior yearlings. also on Senior and Jun- 
ior calves, as well as capturing all the grcup 
prizes. 

The Saskatoon Exhibition held July 19th 
to the 24th was a big success in every way 
and the attendance and exhibits were much 
better than in previous years, which is one 
indication that more prosperous times are 
appearing. In the beef classes the Aber- 

een-Angus were particularly well repre- 
sented and easily made the best show of all

the breeds. J. D. McGregor’s Glencarnock 
herd of International fame went to Portage 
la Prairie and Dauphin after Brandon, and 
here met for the first time the good herds 
of Thos.

Houchen, Unity, Sask., and the American 
herd of Congdon & Battles, Yakima, Wash., 
all of which have been exhibiting at the Cal- 
gary and Edmonton Exhibitions. This made 
four herds battling for honors in the Aber- 
deen-Angus classes at Saskatoon Exhibi- 
tion, and the breed made one of the finest 
displays in the Live Stock classes and the 
pleasing part was that every animal came 
into the ring in fine fit. Breeders have

been looking forward with interest to see 
how the big McGregor herd would make out 
when in competition with these other strong 
herds, and the result must have been very 
gratifying to Mr. McGregor. The Glencar- 
nock herd made a great showing and finish- 
ed with six firsts out of a possible twelve in 
the single classes and carried off first for 
Senior and Junior herds, and first for Get 
of Sire, winning all the group prizes. 

The awards were placed by John R. Hume 
of Souris and he handled the job, although 
a difficult one, in a very efficient and satis- 
factory manner. In the aged bull class four 
animals paraded. The first was easily 
found in the McGregor bull, Permit 9th, 
brought out in great fit and bloom, and this 
great son of Eileenmere 4th is a hard bull 
to stop, and will without doubt be heard 
from later. Second went to Henderson 
showing Prince Marshall 7th, a three year 
old son of Earl Marshall. He lacks the 
scale and substance of the winner and is 
scarcely as low set. Congdon & Battles 
were third with Prizemere 32nd a son of 
Prizemere 9th, and a bull with great length 
and quality but lacking the strength of fore 
rib evident in the two animals placed above 
him. Fourth went to Houchen showing 
Glencarnock Evolution 2nd. 

Congdon & Battles scored a win in the 
two year old class with Prizemere 44th, a

well grown son of Prizemere 9th, and Hen- 
derson was second with Prince Earlion a 
promising son of Earlion, while McGregor 
stood third with Glencarnock Revolution

In the Senior Yearling class first went to 
McGregor for Evader of Glencarnock, a 
typy son of Edward of Glencarnock, who is 
by Blackcap Revolution. Congdon & Bat- 
tles were second with the growthy Queen- 
mere 29th another son of Prizemere 9th. 

The Junior Yearling class made a fine 
array when seven lusty youngsters lined up. 
First went to Henderson for Jacques 
smooth, deep bodied son of Earlion but in- 
clined at present to too much leg. McGreg- 
or was second and fourth with Envidon of 
Glencarnock and Glencarnock Eturian. En- 
vidon is got by Faultless Pass and Eturian 
is by Black Revolution, a son of Blackcap 
Revolution.

In the Senior calf class Congdon & Bat- 
tles were first and second with Barbarian 
of Rosemere 21st and Prizemere 67th, two 
uniform sons of Prizemere 9th.

Battles and Henderson was fourth with 
Prince Marshall 8th, a son of the second 
prize aged bull. 

The Senior Champion was easily found in 
Permit 9th, McGregor’s winning aged bull 
and Henderson captured the junior award 
with Jacques his winning junior yearling. 
Permit 9th was later made Grand Champion 
and Jacques was Reserve. 

Five grand aged cows faced the judge and 
McGregor was first and fourth with Elbina 
and Queen Quail 3rd. Elbina is a low set 
smoothly built five year oid Elba Erica and 
daughter of Edwin Idol, and she looked her 
part at the head of the class. Queen Quail 
3rd was the most massive and best fleshed’ 
cow in the class, but lacked some of the 
sweetness evident in the cows placed over 
her. Blackcap of Rosemere 16th stood sec- 
ond for Congdon & Battles, got by Oakville 
Quiet Lad she is an impressive matron but 
lacked the width of body and shortness of 
leg apparent in the winner. Henderson was 
third with the sweet low set Barbara Mc- 
Henry 39th a daughter of Earl Marshall. 
She has a wealth of character but lacks 
somewhat in scale and width. 

First and second in the two year old class 
went to Congdon & Battles for Barbara of 
Rosemere 40th by Idolmere 4th and Pride 
of Rosemere 59th by Prizemere 9th. These 
two heifers are wide and low set, but the 
second prize heifer would have looked best 
in top position. Barbara McHenry 36th sir- 
ed by Black Marshall and shown by Hender- 
son was third and McGregor was fourth and

-_ Scram ble for Breeding Cows 


Generally speaking the demand for bulls has been very strong 
this season. As a result the bulls of breeding age have passed into 
new hands and are at work improving the quality of beef through- 
out the country. Of course there are exceptions. There may be 
folks holding bulls at this time, but it is not the fault of the bulls, 
the owners for the most part have failed to advertise their surplus 
stock, while occasionally an owner has failed in salesmanship. 
These two conditions will always exist and they must be overlooked 
and not taken into consideration when making an analysis of the. 
situation. The increased bull demand and the scarcity of outstand- 
ing individuals with which to fill orders has brought about a keen 
market for high class breeding cows and they are bringing very 
satisfactory prices. Many sales are reported where the females 
have brought all or nearly all that should be expected from a good 
sound business standpoint, and that is the situation we are aspiring 
to at this time, and hope will prevail in the future. Outstanding 
individual cows of strong breeding are passing ownership frequent- 
ly at $300.00 to $600.00 with an occasional sale above that figure. 
That’s sound business because it is safe for all parties concerned. 

The bulk of the breeding cows have advanced in valuation at 
least 25 per cent within the past year. Local crop conditions and 
keen buyers have figured strongly in closing deals in carload lots 
all the way from $100.00 to $250.00 a round for cows of plainer 
breeding and less individuality to be used generally for the produc- 
tion of steers and steer bulls. 

It is doubtful whether there is today a sufficient number of 
breeding cows available to meet the demands of inquiries at hand. 
Naturally enough these inquiries may not, and in all probability 
will not, be satisfied immediately for it is no easy task to get buyer

There are buyers for good individual cattle th i 
condition and these buyers will pay reasonably well tor aie — 
chases. These men refuse to be held up for prices, however ool 
realize that prices are on the upward trend and that they are - 
longer able to purchase at market values. Each week heselian 
cows are getting further away from that mark and that in itself 
is one of the strong reasons tor the increased demand. As thes 
valuations seek new higher levels the demand will further increase 
because there are thousands of admirers of the Aberden-Angus 
breed who have been sitting on the sidelines awaiting this very time 
when the breeding of good cattle would begin to show a protit be- 
fore launching into the business. 

This new demand is not of a local nature, it extends from the 

grass covered hills of New England to the flower ladened slopes 
of the Pacific. The demand for better cattle coming from an ever 
increasing clientele of men in position to inaugurate and establish 
pure bred herds of high calibre. Hence good individual cows back- 
ed by prepotent bulls are receiving their share of attention and at 
remunerative prices. 
__ On the other hand cows suitable for range work and the grow- 
ing of steers on corn belt farms are meeting with a like demand in 
carload lots, some deals calling for as many as one and two hundred 
head each. While this new condition possibly has not reached ev- 
ery nook and corner where good Aberdeen-Angus cattle are located, 
it is nevertheless a fact that must be treated generally rather than 
locally and a condition that will soon reflect in all quarters. So our 
admonition today is to give the cattle better care, and exercise 
greater care in the mating for future calf crops. The best is none 
too good. Look well to the type and individuality of the animals 
retained in the breeding herd, see that the calves are well grown 
and lack not for care. Use only such bulls as carry the additional 
assurance of prepotency through a line of well established sires and 
prices for the future will take care of themselves.

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Fall Steer Feeding Probiem 


By Everett C. Brown [Radio Talk] 


ll feeding steer market has not yet 
Rs, — probability being that it will be 
deferred until feeders have an opportunity 
to know the outcome of the growing corn 
crop which promises to be considerably less 
in bushels than that of 1926. 

Feed is always a factor of vital import- 
ance in cattle feeding operations. Not only 
is the feed prospect uncertain at the mo- 
ment, but a somewhat demoralized market 
for heavy cattle has deferred investment in 

ing cattle. 

we to differentiate between stock- 
er and feeder cattle at this juncture. There 
is a demand and a somewhat 
reliable market for stock cat- 
tle weighing 700 lbs. down, 
indicating not only that the 
whole region east of the Mis- 
souri River needs cattle of 
that weight, but that hand- 
writing on the wall, notify- 
ing feeders that the day of 
the big bullock, at least in 
considerable numbers is over. 
At this time last year, en- 
couraged by a $15. market 
for heavy fat steers, feeders 
were paying $9. to $10. per 
ewt. for weighty, fleshy bul- 
locks for a quick turn on 
corn, regardless of the fact 
that it cost $1. per bushel or 
more. Current demand is 
for light cattle with decent 
quality on which cheap gains 
can be made on grass and 
roughage this fall and early 
in the winter, indicating lack 
of faith in the immediate 
future of heavy cattle trade, 
which is not surprising. At 
that we may have a healthier market for 
bullocks weighing upwards of 1200 Ibs. 
when we run out of the present crop which 
cannot last indefinitely. There is an adage 
that feasts forecast famines, certainly we 
have had a glut of overweight beef recent- 
ly, in striking contrast to the famine of a 
year ago, thus reversing the operation of 
this maxim. 

Stock cattle at $6. to $7.25 per cwt. on 
the Chicago market are now as high or a 
little higher than a year ago while fat cat- 
tle are $3. to $5. per ewt. lower, and in spots 
more, and fleshy feeders are about $2. per 
cwt. lower. This condition justifies predic- 
tion of price readjustment, which is as far 
as I care to go at this moment. These 
things appear to be reasonably certain, how- 
ever. 

We will have a continuous broad demand 
for all kinds of light stock cattle, which in- 
cludes both steer and heifer calves. 

The feeder market will be delayed until 
fat cattle weighing 1200 lbs. and up get a 
better reception at the market and some- 
thing definite is known about the outcome 
of the maturing corn crop, which is so bad- 
ly streaked as to render any estimate con- 
cerning aggregate yield or price, little bet- 
ter than a raw, unreliable guesstimate at 
this moment. 

It looks as though many feeders have 
switched to light cattle which may create a 
demand for fleshy feeders later, especiallly 
if corn runs into frosty September, necessi- 
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tating buying fleshy cattle to salvage dam- 
aged grain. 

Fleshy feeders involve hazard that can- 
not be. evaded, especially if carried to big 
weights. Light stock cattle cost less money 
per head and can be carried longer, giving 
the operator a wider market range. It is 
up to the individual to determine his own 
policy. I advise him to consult his com- 
mission man whose business it is to know 
and whose advice and experience is always 
available to you. It is part of the service 
members of the Chicago Live Stock Ex- 
change are always prepared to cheerfully

furnish their customers. The stock cattle 
phase of the industry is undergoing a grad- 
ual change. It is somewhat analagous to 


the recent evolution of the sheep industry 
which has definitely gone on a ewe and lamb 
basis. I do not intend to suggest that cat- 
tle breeding is going on a cow and calf 
basis, but it is a reasonable forecast that 
each year will see more calves pass from 
the hands of the breeder to those of the 
feeder. Another phase of this evolution 
process is the grewing popuarity of the 
yearling animal which is a less hazardous 
proposition than the mature steer. The 
yearling is a consumer of roughage, such as 
hay and corn fodder, which the calf in the 
fattening process is not. Furthermore the 
cattle market needs variety. In can absorb 
a lot of fat yearlings, calves born the year 
before they go to market, also a generous 
quota of two-year-old steers, which go to 
the feedlot at the yearling stage. Killers 
also need a limited number of aged cattle 
weighing 1300 lbs. and up, but as demand 
for this type of beef is steadily narrowing, 
glutting the market is to be feared especial- 
ly when corn is cheap and such cattle, 1300 
to 1600 lbs. have sold high the previous sea- 
son. The tendency of production, regard- 
less of the commodity, is to follow price. 
Put any species or grade of live stock on a 
high price altitude for even a brief period 
and incentive to increase production has 
been furnished. Owing to our habit of run- 
ning with the crowd the result is invariably

the same; a glutted market and lower 
prices. In buying feeding or stock cattle 
avoid the rush, especially if it occurs at the 
1ith hour. It is all right to be a bull if you 
take that side of the market at the oppor- 
tune moment. Some of the most successful 
feeders I know make a practice of buying 
their cattle when the crowd is absent and 
the market dull. The majority waits until 
a sharp advance occurs, then participating 
in a buying scramble. Half the success in 
cattle feeding, and it is a successful busi- 
ness with many, depends on these factors: 

Buying the cattle suited to the operation 
you intend at the 
right time and a 
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reasonable price. 

Carrying out the 
operation as con- 
templated. Be sure 
you are right at the 
outset; then follow 
your plan undeviat- 
ingly. 

There is no hard 
and fast rule to go 
by either in buying 
stockers and feeders 
putting feed into 
cattle. The latter is 
your job and to suc- 
ceed you must be 
competent. In buy- 
ing cattle your pol- 
icy “is to let your 
commission man do 
the work. He knows 
what you _ need, 
knows values from 
day to day and if 
you give him the op- 
portunity will get 
you the right kind of cattle at the opportune 
moment and the minimum price. Well 
bought is half sold and if he buys your cat- 
tle he will be in better position to handle 
them in the finality of the transaction when 
your profit or loss is determined.

The petition blanks for nominating delegates for the 
annual convention of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association were mailed from the office on 
Saturday, July 31st. If for any reason any member of 
the Association did not receive a petition blank, write 
the office and a blank for the respective district will be 
mailed. The nomination of delegates closes Sept. 2, 
1926. All nominations must be in the office of the Sec- 
retary on that date. The ballots for election of dele- 
gates will be mailed after they have been prepared in 
September. 


We wish to call attention to the importance of enclos- 
ing only the ballot in the enevelope when it is sent to 
the office. Applications for registry and transfers or 
other communications should be addressed to the sec- 
retary and sent in a separate envelope. The envelopes 
containing the ballot will not be opened until sometime 
during the latter part of October by the committee on 
election. 


Thus it can be seen that any work enclosed in the 
election enevelope will not receive attention until the 
time when the votes are counted. 


Register Spring Calves 


The minimum rate for recording cattle is $2.00 to 
members for all calves recorded before they are 6 
months old. The minimum rate to non-members for 
cattle of the same age is $4.00. The fee for recording 
calves that are from 6 to 12 months of age is $3.00 to 
members and $6.00 to non-members. The fees for ani- 
mals between one and two years cld is $5.00 to mem- 
bers and $10.00 to non-members. We call attention to 
this schedule of fees at this time so that the breeders 
may take advantage of the minimum rate in recording 
the spring calf crop. Recording the calves before they 
are six months of age will reduce the cost of register- 
ing the cattle. Check up on the calf crop and send 
the entries in as soon as possible. 


Registering Cattle Over Two Years Old. 

We again call attention to the suspension of Rule 
Two of the Association for a period of six weeks, from 
September Ist to October 15th. This will make it pos- 
sible to record cattle that are now over two years of 
age. The maximum fee of $5.00 to members and $10.00 
for non-members prevails for recording these cattle. 
Breeders should take advantage of this opportunity to 
bring all back registrations up to date as it is not like- 
ly that there will be another opportunity to register ov- 
er age cattle. 


With the opening of the Fair season there will be 
opportunity to extend the interest of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. Don’t pass up an opportunity to call attention 
to the wonderful record of Aberdeen-Angus at the lead- 
ing shows and on the market. We have on hand a lib- 
eral supply of the pamplets, “Doddies Don the Purple” 
and Champions on “Hoof and Hook” and will be glad 
to send a supply to any breeders who can make use of 
this material. 


New Members for 1926. 


At the beginning of the year we set our goal for new 
members for the Association for 1926 at 150. Up to 
August 1st, one hundred and twenty new members have 
joined the association. This leaves thirty new members 
to be secured during the last three months of the year. 
Breeders can help us make our goal by securing new 
members. If you know a breeder of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle who is not a member of the association tell him 
about the advantages of becoming a member and secure 
his application for membership. We will be glad to 
mail you application for membership blanks. 


With the approach of the fall months we will have 
inquiries for Aberdeen-Angus calves and yearlings for 
feeding purposes. Breeders can help us to answer these 
inquiries by listing with us the cattle which they have 
for sale. If any one is looking for good feeding calves 
or yearlings we will try and help them locate the cattle.

Farmer's Wite Doddies 


Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 


Harlan, lowa, August 2, 1926. 


In our community there is a tradition that Aberdeen-Angus cattle are not as good milk 
producers as other beef breeds. It is conceded without question that they rank first as 
beef cattle but general opinion ranks them low as producers of milk. Experience has

taught us otherwise. For ten years we have been pay- 
ing special attention to the milk we have been using 
in our household, realizing the importance of milk in 
the diet of growing children. In that time we have 
used cows of various breeds, including high grade 
cows of the beef breeds and pure bred Jerseys. These 
cows were tested as soon as purchased and greatest 
possible care given them. 

Last year we purchased a herd of pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus. Shortly after two cows dropped calves 
which were killed by dogs. Our board of supervisors 
allowed us $50 per head for these calves while our 
neighbor was allowed $12.50 for a scrub calf, our first 
experience that it payed to raise pure bred cattle, 


—even some look this 
way today. 


These cows became 
our milk cows and 
we can thruthfully 
say they are the 
best we have ever 
owned. The milk 
is better quality 
and flavor and the 
quantity equals 
that of the cows of 
other beef breeds. 
This is from the 
standpoint of milk 


purely as we have 
not had cream 
tested in any case. 


Something like this will look gocd in any farmer’s lot, 


However recently I planned whipped cream as part of the dessert for luncheon and it be- 
ing a very special occasion, I ordered cream from a dairy of pure bred Jerseys, being very 
careful that it would be the right age to whip nicely. The cream would not whip, I took 
pans of eighteen hour old Aberdeen-Angus milk from the ice ice box skimmed them with 
a ladle and the cream whipped beautifully. So I am certain the cream would test equally 


as high as the other. 


In our barnyard pasture today we must keep a Blackbird McHenry cow, with her three 
weeks old calf, who must be milked daily as her sturdy calf can not take all the milk. 

These cows are all of the Blackbird family and we might be led to think milk was a 
characteristic of that family, but our Erica calves are as strong and well nourished. 

The Aberdeen-Angus cattle are satisfactory from the standpoint of both beef and milk 
and surely no one could ask for a more pleasing picture than a woodland pasture with a 
herd of blacks grazing on blue grass with trees and river in the background. 

We always enjoy the Aberdeen-Angus Journal and wish to congratulate you on your 
splendid birthday number.—Yours respectfully, Ellen Ryan Baughn. 


Mexico-U.S. form Pact 


wm Interest of Live Stock Industry | 


Plans for repelling invasions of foreign 
live stock diseases were formulated in 
Washington during the first week in August 
by a joint conference of Mexican and United 
States officials. The Mexican delegation 
was composed of Antonio Castro-Leal, 
Charge d’Affaires of the Mexican Embassy; 
Jose Figueroa, Chief of Cattle Division in 
the Mexican Department of Agriculture; 
and Daniel Ortiz Berumen, in charge of the 
section dealing with disease-control meas- 
ures. The United States representatives 
were Dr. John R. Mohler, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture; Dr. A. W. Miller, 
Chief of the Field Inspection Division of 
that bureau; and R. W. Flourney, of the 
State Department. 


The constant menace of numerous foreign 
live stock diseases and the mutual interest 
of Mexico and the United States in combat- 
ing them by effective and uniform measures 
were the occasion for the conference. 

A joint report of decisions and recommen- 
dations was signed by the delegates August 
7th. For the proposed regulations to be- 
come effective they must receive final ap- 
proval by both Governments and are now 
being submitted through the State Depart- 
ment for that purpose. Veterinary regula- 
tions of the kind proposed are in the nature 
of a treaty between Mexico and the United 
States. ;

Ernest L. Johnson, of Lakefield, Minne-

Studies European Farming. 

Prof. H. H. Kildee, head of the Animal 
Husbandry Department of Iowa State Col- 
lege, who returned July 28 from a three 
months tour of Europe where he studied live 
stock, agriculture and economics, said that 
he found the war district of Belgium had 
completely recovered as far as agriculture 
is concerned. 

Belgium, Prof. Kildee says, is the second 
most densely populated country in the world 
and is so developed industrially that it can 
grow only about one-half enough food for 
its people. . 

In spite of all its handicaps, he says, these 
plucky people are practicing the utmost 
thrift and economy and even though they 
labor under a heavy tax burden they are 
building up and carrying on to a degree 
which seems almost impossible. 

“Even the twigs cut from apple trees and 
trees along the roadside are tied into bun- 
dles and stacked near buildings, ready to be 
used for coarse brooms or fuel,” says Prof. 
Kildee. During the war, Prof. Kildee ex- 
plains, all the famous Belgian horses except 
11 were killed. These were taken to Hol- 
land and two of these, one of which was only 
a little colt which was kept hidden in a pig 
sty, and the other, lame, have become the 
parents of more and better horses than Bel- 
gium had at the time of the war. 

After leaving the home of Belgian horses, 
Prof. Kildee traveled through Holland and 
Denmark. “The mere mention of Holland,” 
he says, “usually results in a mental picture 
of Dutch windmills, wooden shoes and tu- 
lips, but to me the outstanding features of 
Holland which have made her such a sub- 
stantial and economically sound nation are 
her canals, cows and cooperation.” 

The Dutch, says the Iowa State man, are 
real live stock breeders and they realize 
that the building of a superior herd is not 
the work of one man or a generation. One 
good herd has been in one family since 1657. 
In a modern dairy barn Professor Kildee 
found equipment made by the Lowden Ma- 
chinery Co. of Fairfield, Iowa.

When asked for 
a few facts upon which to base a story for 
the Anniversary number time sufficient had 
not been allotted to allow the return of 
these facts for publication in that issue so 
this little sketch will be used today to give 
Journal readers some idea of the adaptibil- 
ity of the Bonnie Blacks to any and all cir- 
cumstances. Among the facts bearing upon 
the operation of this ranch the owner says 
that Greenwood Ranch has an acreage of 
nearly 11000 acres, extending eight miles in 
a strip varying in width along a valley run- 
ning north and south. 

The rough lands to the south furnish well 
protected grazing lands and they are cover- 
ed with fine grasses. The creek, a swift-

flowing stream starts at this poi 

flows north nearly the entire length. wont 
ing our pastures and furnishing irrigation 
for our crops. We are farming at present 
over 400 acres of land, growing alfalfa 
corn, cane, oats, barley and some wheat. 
We aim to raise all the feed necessary to 
feed and fatten our own stock. 

In order to be on the safe side of market 
conditions we have introduced sheep on the 
ranch. We feel that our acreage will car 
about 600 head of cattle and 2400 head of 
sheep. At present we are saving our weth- 
er lambs for fattening out, and selling our 
calves at weaning time to the feeders. 

We have at present 350 head of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle not counting our calf 
crop. Fifty head of pure breds being bred 
to registered bulls. The balance of our pure 
breds are running in the herd with the 
grades. Only pure bred bulls have been us- 
ed on this place for years. 

The cattle are all cared for in the open, 
being fed in winter on alfalfa, corn fodder, 
cane and when necessary we add grain to 
the ration, always keeping them in good 
flesh and condition until pastures are green 
in the spring. Needless to say Greenwood 
Ranch has no trouble disposing of their sur- 
plus feeders because of the splendid way in 
which the cattle are handled. Usually there 
are a few good pure bred bulls available 
from this ranch and they too find a good 
market. 

This is another testimony to the real 
value of Aberdeen-Angus cattle for ranch- 
ing purposes. They will make good in the 
open country just as well as any other 
breed and as a matter of fact reports indi- 
cate that these Bonnie Blacks will carry the 
best flesh when running alongside other 
breeds on the same kind of pastures. At 
any rate these are items that may well in- 
terest any man who is planning to take up 
the breeding of pure bred beef cattle.

wishers under the sponsorship of Miss Dorothy Harrison, daughter of the owner. 

The vessel, which flies the emblem of the San Francisco Yacht Club, is 92 feet Iong, 
16-foot beam and 5-foot draft and equipped with twin screws driven by two 350 horse pow- 
er Winton gas engines, giving a speed of 20 knots an hour. A refrigerating plant, radio 
outfit and a seven and a half kilowatt electric generating plant has been installed. Ev- 
erything is motor driven. Fuel for a 1500-mile cruise can be carried, together with 800 


gallons of fresh water. 


Accommodations consist of the owner’s stateroom and three other staterooms with two 
baths, dining saloon, deck saloon, den or smoking room, crew quarters for six men, am- 
ple storage lockers and wide, commodious decks. 

The K’Thanga, which is a name of African origin, was designed by Lee and Brinton, 
the naval architects, and built in San Francisco by John Twigg and Sons. The cost of 
the complete craft was close to $100,000 and will be used by Harrison on tours not only 
on the west coast of North America but in oc2an journeys to other parts of the globe.

Mexico-U. S. form Pact in Interest of Live 
Stock Industry.

Both countries are to maintain border sta- 
tions and seaports for the importation of 
animals and an adequate live stock sanitary 
- police service to guard against the introduc- 
tion of live stock affected with or exposed 
to contagious diseases. Due notice must be 
given each country of opening a new port 
or closing an old one. 

Animals kept under observation at desig- 
nated quarantine stations will be subjected 
to suitable tests for the diagnosis of dis- 
ease. 

Veterinary officials in both countries are 
to supervise the sanitary handling of animal 
by-products, forage, and other commodities 
that may be carriers of disease. 

Necessary measures governing the disin- 
fection of vessels and other means of trans- 
porting animals are to be taken. 

Special precautions will be directed 
agains the introduction and spread of foot- 
and-mouth disease, rinderpest, contagious 
pleuropneumonia, and hog cholera. 

Veterinary officials of each country will 
control the importation of animals through 
a system of permits and permanent records. 

Live stock sanitary officials will define 
territory in their respective countries in 
which any contagious or infectious disease 
exists and will indicate zones that are con- 
sidered exposed to prevent the spread of 
the infection. 

Importations of live stock will be refused 
from foreign countries or zones in which 
rapidly spreading diseases are prevalent. 

The respective Governments are to notify 
each other through the usual diplomatic 
channels of the appearance and extent of 
seriously acute contagious diseases. 

An exchange of official regulations, per- 
iodicals, and other publications of mutual 
interest is also provided for. 

Though the foregoing safeguards are be- 
lieved to be reasonably complete, the con- 
ference planned also for the drafting of 
such additional regulations as may be found 
necessary to carry out the purposes of the 
agreement and to meet future problems. The 
countries already are enforcing most of the 
restrictions against foreign live stock dis- 
eases recommended by the conference, but 
the meeting of the delegates was beneficial 
in arranging for uniform procedure. To 
live stock owners of both United States and 
Mexico the action of the live stock confer- 
ence promises added security and protection 
from foreign plagues.
